Dicture is the theory that emoloyers, e&overnnen- 
tal and private: invest money for the psurodose of 
eProvidine individuals of the !fabor sector wath 
ancomes ty way of employment.

Wages palde 
welfares unemeloyment insurances taxed from the

needs a reasonably healthy and able work force, 
maintained at the iowest possibie exdense» to 
produce orofits. 

It may mot be easy to exofain that the

Even the environment of capitalism macht be 
lesS unoleasant if the workers of the wor!d did 
not strive to live the contradiction created ty 
their belief that eovernments serve all the 
People in confirct with the wretched reality of 
their social position. 


In addition to insistine that a minority mon- 
opolizes the means of ocroductiony the Socialist 
Party of Canada emphasizes that ‘te machinery 
of govermment, including the armed forces of the 
nation, exists only to conserve the monopoly by 
the capitalist class of the wealth taken from the 
workers...". A$ Calvin Coolidge said» ‘The bust- 
ness of government is business’. Goverrments are 
not bodies independent of classess representative 
of society. Where society 1s divided between a 
dominent and a politically unconscious subJect 
classe #overnments represent the economic inter- 
ests of the dominant class. When fcovernment | aws 
and regulations seem to be restrictive to human 
weil beine -- while simultaneously claiming to te 
in the social interests the explanation for this 
impasse 1s that they never ljegistate for society,» 
but for the ruling 10 per cents against the rest 
of the ooeulation. Its very coerciveness» with 

its armed forces» Civ)! and nilitary,s helos bare 
the state as a child of conflictine class 
interests: not of a common interest. The exist- 
ence of a socially Oowerful coercive body reveals 
the true non-democratic bias in an allegedly 
Clasttess situation. And al! done on the shallow 
pretext that »umans are imnately evil and must be 
forced to be good (forced to be democratic?) or 
thet dewocracy rests on the suoerior intelligence 
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or nature of @€minority that knows best. here 
Civil rights exist» a deeree of poli%ical deroc- 
racy usually exists» which could be ysed by the 
workers to free themselves from wafe-slavery, as 
the Socialist Party of Canada continually sue- 
Fests they do. To date the workers instead have 
used the ballot to unconsciously perpetuate their 
nondage.

“exploication” 1s classless. This kina of myth- 
ology, alone with crooked politicians, allegedly 
cheatine society, leaves the nature of real 
exploitation unsuspected. It 1s harmless to the 
capitalist class and is @1ven lots of play in its 
media. A eood biind alley to lead blind workers 
down - keeps them imnocent and busy, playing at 
“revolution”. The fundamental social sptit that 
marks capitalism is keot out of sisht.

Reforms may temoorarily and oartially at- 
leviate some workine class probdlems but their 
tendency 1s to help the top strata of society by 
improvine the productivity of those who oeroduce 
at relatively and generally tower wadces.

Socialists are often accused of being opposed 
to reforms: social le#isiation ostensibly design- 


ec to aellorate sora fore or tess intoleratie 
situation - Medicare, Social Securitys etc. 


Howevers to the contrarve the Worid Socialist 
Parties are NOT OPPOSED to reforms PER SE» any 
more than they ADVOCATE ther. Socialis*s do not 
sueport or agitate for referms orecisely on the 
erouwids usan which they are ostensibly oresented: 
for they do NOT CURE the 1!ts to which they are 
addressed. We contend further that the interest 
of the ruling powers fies 1n attractine votes for 
their various political oroerams. Witness the 
reforms» or promises. offered by the politicoes 
in an election vear. They are anecessary ealicy 
of governments seeking a broader base of support 
in thelr efforts to maintain a sufficient degree 
of viability 1n the capitalist system: to keep 
order 1n a social system whose nature 1s to en- 
eender disorder’ to maintain an unstadle eauil1d- 
rium 2n a@ system continually facing crises. And 
in times of great stress the offering of reforms 
to a restiess and dissatisfied eooulaces helps to 
Provide a ‘breathing spell" to a ctadiy harassed 
government. 


The Rooseveit reforms of the New Deals in- 
mediately followings the "Creat Depression’ were 
instituted Not only as a soe to the enraged dis- 
vossessed» but to rebuild and reinforce a sagg@ing 


business economy and fractured financial struc- 
ture. They succeeded only to avery limited 
defree. As a worried mother tries to appease 
a howling infant by placiné a vcacifier in the 
child's mouth and sometimes sweetens it by coat-

The Alliance for Progress was undertaken to 
underwrite the “Good Neighbor Policy", to fasten 
Laten America to the chariot of United States 
Imeeriatisms so that the countries to te "helped" 
mignt become suopliers of raw materialss and 
sources of capital accumulation. The denizens of 
the siums of Perus Guatamalas Brazile etc.» still 
wallow in their unrelieved povertys and any great 
protest on their cart is taken care of by dicta- 


torial rulers: aided and abeted by the C.1.A. 

and the Green Berets. Meantime here at home the 
increasing poverty and hopelessness of the ehet- 
tos of ali our targe cities e@ives the !1e to the 
“Creat Society" and its ‘War on Poverty". And 
that ereat reform which one writer says "is 
daintily referred to as Urban Renewal" does not 
even begin to touch the fringe of the probdiem. 
Capitalism here oroduced the ehetto with its 


overcrowded and frustrated inhabitants» vet Capi- 


talism cannot reform it. It may,» Nowevere des- 
troy it» for the introduction of more sophisti- 
cated weaPonry and aNational Guard specially 


trained in "riot control" is now suggested as the 
answers an increasingly voiced response to the 
chaos and disorders of the moment. This now 
seems to be the only response of the selfish 
egotism of a ruling clique.

The Secielist Party of Canada Sotda: 


i. Thet society os at present constituted is based upon the owner- 
ship of the meens of living (i.e., lands, fectories, reilways, etc.), by the 
cepitelist or master class, and the consequent enslavement of the working 
chess, by whese labor clone wealth is produced. 


2. Thet in society, therefore, there is en antegoniom of interests, 
manifesting itself as a class struggle, between those who possess but do 
net produce and those who produce but de not possess. 


3. Theat this antagonism con be abolished only by the emancipation 
of the working class from the domination of the mester class by the con- 


version into the common property ef society of the means of preduction 
end distribution, and their democratic control by the whele people. 


4. Thet es in the order of social evolution the working class is the 
leat clese te echiove its freedom, the emancipation of the working cless 


will involve the emancipation of oll menkind, without distinction of rece 
er Bek. 


SG. Thet thie emoncipation must be the work of the working clees 
iteslf. 


é. Thet es the machinery of government, including the ermed 
ferces of the nation, existe only te conserve the monepoty by the copitelist 
cless of the weolth teken from the workers, the nye gape must 
organize consciously end politicelly for the conquest of the powers of 
government, in order that this mechinery, including these forces, mey be 
converted from en instrument of oppression into the ogent of emancipetion 
ond the overthrow of plutocretic privilege.
